I. Behavior as Pilgrims and So­ 
journers (vv. 11. 12). 
Christian* are really sojourners 
on the earth. They have not their 
permanent home here. 
They are 
journey ing through the earth on 
their way to their eternal home 
in the heavens. 
Their heavenly 
citizenship (Phil. 3:20) should con­ 
strain thorn to the maintenance of 
conduct consistent with their high 
calling. 
1. Ab stain from fleshly lusts (v. 
11). The term “lusts” here includes 
the entire army of unclean forces 
springing from onr carnal natures. 
They are enumerated in Galatians 
5:19 -21. 
2. Behavior among the Gentiles or 
heathen (v. 12). The word conver­ 
sation here means b ehavior. Chris­ 
tians are under ob ligation to so live 
as to render impossib le for the 
world to speak evil against them 
as evil-doers. 
II. Behavior as Citizens (vv. 15- 
17). 
While tb o Christian’s true citizen­ 
ship is in heaven, he has a responsi­ 
b ility as a citizen on tb y earth dur­ 
ing his earthly sojourn. 
lie should 
he in sub mission to properly consti­ 
tuted authority . 
1. Ob ey all requirements of civil 
rulers (v. 13). Fidelity to Christ 
is shown b y loy alty to civil author­ 
ity . 
The intelligent Christian rec­ 
ognizes the necessity of govern­ 
ment and graciously sub mits to 
those ¿in authority over him, regard­ 
less of the form of government. 
ITis duties as a citizen lie performs 
as the Lord’s free man, not through 
servile fear. 
Government even of 
a low order is b ettor than anarchy . 
Free sub mission to governmental 
authority puts to silence the ig­ 
norance of foolish men (vv. 15, 10). 
2. Honor all men (v. 17). The 
Christian sees in every man the 
image of God and will, therefore, 
give him the honor due him. This 
applies to all relations wherein we 
touch human life. 
3. Love the b rotherhood (v. 17). 
The b rotherhood is composed of 
those who are children of God b y 
faith in .Testis Christ. 
4. Fear God (v. 17). This means 
to 
recognize 
God’s 
sovereignty , 
righteousness, 
and 
holiness, 
and 
properly to reverence him. 
5. Honor the king (v. 17). This 
had a peculiar significance at the 
time this was written, b ecause in 
all prob ab ility the wicked Nero was 
then reigning as the emperor. 
III. Behavior In a World of Oppo­ 
sition (I Pet, 4:1-5). 
1. Arm for the conflict (v. 1). 
Christians are engaged in a tremen­ 
dous conflict with evil forces with­ 
in and without. Satan and his an­ 
gels are b ent on the b elievers’ de­ 
feat and destruction. 
2. The salutary effect of suffer­ 
ing (v. 1). Suffering has a reme­ 
dial effect upon God’s children. The 
one who suffers with Christ as an 
example will have the conscious­ 
ness that it is his identity with 
Christ that calls forth the opposi­ 
tion of the world. 
3. God’s will the regulating force 
of his life (v. 2). The will of God, 
not the lusts of the flesh, is the di­ 
recting force of the b eliever’s life. 
4. The consciousnes of a wasted 
life (v. 3). Looking hack upon a 
wasted life in serving the lusts of 
the flesh will move one to give no 
more time to serving such a master. 
5. The attitude of the world to­ 
ward tlm one who separates him­ 
self from it (v. 4). 
The world 
speaks evil of those who will not 
go its way . 
The world not only 
wonders at the life of the Chris­ 
tian who separates himself from its 
pleasures, such as dancing, can! 
olay lng, 
wine drinking, etc.. b ut 
will heap upon him nicknames of 
reproach. 
6. Account shall he given (v. 5). 
The Christian should so live as to 
he ab le to render a good account 
to God.

“BLOOD POISONING” is a term 
that la rather loosely used by the 
average person. 
“Poi.son" in thl.s 
sense, always means Infection with 
germs. 
It Is, of 
course, 
possible 
for germs to get 
into 
the 
blood 
stream 
and 
be 
carried all over 
the body, settling 
in w i d e s pread 
spots and setting 
up absce.ssea or 
d-e 8 t r uction of 
tissue 
by their 
growth. 
Such a 
c o n (1 i t I o n Is 
called technical­ 
ly "pyemia" or 
“bacteremia” 
or 
"bacterial 
endo- 
Clendening ,» carditis." 
But this Is not 
what Is usually meant when blood 
poison Is named. 
Blood poison is, 
strictly speaking, lymph poison. We 
have been speaking this week of the 
lyniphatiC system, that second cir­ 
culation—a circulation which keeps 
a lai'er of fluid everywhere In con- 
tact with the body cells. 
Whenever 
there is a break in the skin, and 
germs are pre.sent to make an eu- 
trance, they are deposited in the 
lymph. 
The lymph Is a highly specialized 
fluid, specialized for just that very 
thing, to kill off invading germs. In 
the great majority of Instances it 
does so, but in the presence of very 
virulent germs, especially of the 
streptococcus group, It Is unable to 
do so. 
The germs then begin to 
multiply and to Invade the lymph 
channels further and further away 
from the site of the injury. This is 
the condition known as blood poi­ 
soning. 
Tb« bimd li ngturiUlj' tb« p» rt of 


tho body most often Infected In thl« 
way. 
The hand l.s richly supplied 
with lymph vessels. 
'When blood 
poisoning occurs here, the line of In­ 
vasion 
of 
the Infection

traced by the fine little red lines 
running from the site 
of injury up 
the arm. 
These red lines are 
the 
lymph vessels made visible 
through 
the skin by the Inflammatory reac­ 
tion. 
The lymph nodes above 
the 
elbow and In the armpit catch as 
many of the invading germs as pos­ 
sible, and destroy them. 
This ac­ 
tivity is evidenced by the fact that 
the nodes swell up themselves In the 
process, arid often break down and 
have to be lanced. 
In treating this type of blood poi­ 
soning, the object of the surgeon 1« 
to limit th® spread of the Infection 
and Increase the body's powers of 
resistance. 
In doing so, h® makes 
every effort to keep the hand and 
arm from being moved. The lymph 
is not circulated by the heart, but is 
driven slowly by the movements of 
muscles. If the muscles of the hand 
and arms are moved In the presence 
of an infection, the infected lymph 
moves on to uninfected areaa 
So 
the .surgeon puts a splint on the arm. 
He also applies thick hot com­ 
presses—gauze wrung out of b< 
cohol and boric acid solution, 
sa 
ing the arm from fingers to shoti!- 
der, and frequently changed. The In­ 
fection may localize In spots and 
necessitate drainage.

We 
have been speaking this week or the 
lymphatic system, lhat second cir- 
culation — a circulation which keeps 
a layer of fluid everywhere In con- 
tact with the body cells. 
Whenever 


there la a break In tho skin, and 
germs arc present to make an en- 
trance, they are deposited In the 
lymph. 


The lymph Is a highly specialized 


fluid, specialized for just that very 
tbtngr to kill off invading germs, in 
tho great majority of instances tt 
does so, but In the presence of very 
virulent germs, especially 
of 
the 


streptococcus group, It la unablo to 
«lo so. 
Tho germs then begin to 


multiply nnil to Irmido the lymph 
channels further nnd further Juvuy 
from tho slto of the Injury.

The hand Is richly supplied 


with lymph vessels. 
When blood 


poisoning occurs here, the Une of In- 
vasion 
of the

traced by the fine little red lines 
running from the site of injury up 
the arm. 
These red lines are the 


lymph vessels made visible througrh 
the skin by the Inflammatory reac- 
tion. 
The lymph nodes above the 


elbow and In the armpit catch as 
many of the Invading germs as pos- 
sible, and destroy them. This ac- 
tivity Is evidenced by the fact that 
the nodes swell up themselves In the 
process, arid often break down and 
have to bo lanced. 


In treating this type of blood poi- 


soning, the object of the surgeon l« 
to limit the spread of the Infection 
and Increase the body's powera of 
resistance. In doing go, he makes 
every effort to keep the hand and 
arm from being moved. The lymph 
Is not circulated by the heart, but U 
driven slowly by the movements of 
muscles. If the muscles of the hand 
and arena are moved In tfie presence 
of an Infection, the Infected lymph 
moves on to unlnfected1 areas. 
So 


the surgeon puts a splint on the arm. 


He also applies thick hot com- 


presses—gauze wrung- out of hofffck. 
cohol and borfc acid solution, sw&ft, 
Sng the arm from fingers to shobl- 
der, and frequently changed. The In- 
fection may localize In spots and 
necessitate drainage.
